Manufacturers Association. ia lead to an interview betwoon

legislation to thie eni hes been enforced in quebec 
for twonty-cix years, ané more recently in Menitehs and 
Saskatchewan end in ten of the United States, etarting with 


Iliinois in 1900, New Jersey, California, New York, Utena,

Florida, Colorado, ee Louisiana and North Caroline 
have since sdopted soma form of license or regisiravion for 


architects. 

It is wnderstood that meny architects im tne Staves, 
where license laws are in force, are disappointed at their 
lack of effectiveness in improving the statue of the practice 
of architecture and that the advansement in that direction 


was more attributable to the lueedamine number of architect 
who took university courses of training. it is also evident 
that neither the Quebec, Manitoba or Saskatchewan Acts, had 
been effective in protecting resident architects in their 


reapective provinces, from undue alien < compe tition. 
Tt was realized that the model for such lezisiation 


before the Ontario Legislature, would be the Ontaric Metical 


Gouneil Act, which licenses medical doctors to practice in 
Ontario and that the experience of our own association, that 


of the graduate nurses and others that have sought legislation 
én these lines, wae not encouraging, because the single 
objection that such legislation was close eorporation legislation 
proved sufficient to defeat these pills in every instance. 

It was also realized that there was not sufficient 
parallel between the practices of medicine and architecture 
to ask that legislation similar to that given to the dootors 


be given to the erchitects.

It is primarily for the protection of the publics that 
the doctors are licensed and there appears to be no better way, 
ag doctors must act instanter. The public, however, are most 
effectively protected in their relations with architects by 
Laws on sanitation and construction, and it is no hardship to 
the architects to practice under these Laws. 

Out of this question of licensing arose the snestion of 
a standard of qualification which should be required for the 
practice of architecture, or in other words, what atanderd 
of education should be required. It was admitted that the 
standard of eduestion to day was not that o2 a cei ificate from 
an examining or licensing board, ous shat of a course in 
architecture in a recognized university, and trom this arose 
the cuestion- "Whose duty is 1t to provide the university course"? 

This was found in the principle put forward at the tim 
that the Ausociation withdrew its bill for iisensing in 
deference to the vniversity'’s contention that to iisense oY 
exanination without a course of study would set up & iow 
stan@aré of ofucation in ontario for architects ant at the 
same time be detrimental to the aivencenent of the university 
courses in architectures 
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training to hanfie the problems of the commmisy, + éevolres 
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may be optained.”
